It  adds:  Signs  begin  to  point  to  the  approach  of  a  reaci- 
tion,  but  a  yer.r  or  more  may  elapse  before  the  suit  which  de- 
cently clothea  a  men  dropa  to  a  figure  near  $45,  or  a  durable  pair 
of  booto  can  be  boight  for  $9.  The  baala  of  taxation  taken  by 
the  Finance  Miniater  is  virtually  a  compnisory  levy,  unlesa  ana 
dreases  in  xhoddy,  and  weare  paper  shoes,  because  it  is  not  ex- 
travagance that  prompts,  but  necessity  that  compeb,  the  par- 
chaae  of  these  articles  above  the  taxed  line.  If  prieea  g-^Uy 
recede,  the  Minister  can  amend  the  leglalation  to  meet  the  m  - 
condition,  but  in  present  circumstances  his  taxation  falls  equally 
upon  the  heavy  and  the  light  purse." 

No  mere  patchwork  will  meet  the  public  demand.  The  tariC 
needs  to  be  revised  and  simplified,  and  this  can  be  done  only 
by  a  Oovemment  representing  the  people  of  Canada  and  the 
public  opinion  of  the  present  time.

And  what  wa*  the  induoe- 
mentf  With  a  conaiderable  nnmber  of  memben  it  waa  limplj  the 
knowledge  that  thf>y  oould  not  be  re-elected,  and  therefore  deaired 
to  postpone  the  general  election  as  loug  as  possible. 

In  the  bye-elections  the  Oovemment  has  received  plain  notice 
to  quit.  In  Assiniboia,  where  the  Oovemment  had  a  majority  of 
4JSJ!4  in  1917,  it  had  no  candidate  in  1919.  In  Glengarry  and 
Stormont,  <:.e  Oovemment  candidate  was  elected  by  acclamatioa 
in  1917.  Iu  1919  a  United  Farmer  was  elected  by  a  large  ma- 
jority. In  1917  in  North  Ontario,  the  Oovemment  candidate  wax 
elected  by  mare  than  1,500.  In  1919,  a  United  Farmer  was  elect- 
ed by  a  substantial  majority.  In  Victoria  and  Carleton,  N.B.,  ths 
Hon.  F.  B.  Carvell  was  elected  ao  a  I'liionint  by  acclamation.  In 
1919  a  Fanner  was  elected  by  about  3,500  majority. 

In  the  last  three  bye-elections  the  Oovemment  continued  to 
.  alide  downhill.  It  had  no  candidate  in  Kamourasica  and  a  Lib- 
eral was  elected  by  acclamation.  It  had  no  candidate  in  the  St. 
James  Division  of  Montreal.  The  Liberal  and  Labor  candidal 
there  were  jqually  hostile  to  the  Oovemment.  The  result  in  these 
two  elections  was  Liberals  two,  Oovemment  none.  In  Temiska- 
ming  it  had  no  regular  candidate,  and  the  Independent  Conserva- 
tive was  at  the  bottom  of  the  poll.  He  received  a  little  more  than 
Ji"*'  'O'**!  while  the  Labor  and  Liberal  candidates  received  near 

In  the  face  of  these  plain  demands  to  go,  the  Oovemment  ^■ 
nounces  that  it  will  remain  in  office  'intil  1922  or  1923.  The  friends 
of  the  Oovemment  ma^  caU  this  courage,  the  Toronto  Globe  calls 
it  impudence,  and  the  Globe  was  one  of  the  strongest  supporters 
of. Union  Oovemment  in  1917.  The  pose  of  martyrdom  wiU  excite 
only  derision.  "W<!  are  determined  to  remain  in  office  for  two 
or  three  years  more  in  order  that  our  sufferjngs  'nay  be  prolonged; 
We  enjoy  unpopularity,  and  crave  more  of  it."       The  public  will

The  result  of  the  General  Election  of  1917,  afcording  to  the 
Parh.ment.ry  Guide  of  1918  (page  239)  ws,  .  Government  « 
jonty  of  71,  nearly  two  to  one. 
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The  OoTemment  majority  on  Mr.  King's  amendment,  oallisg 
lor  a  general  election,  waff  34— leas  than  one  half  the  majority  of 
1917. 

-  The  Govenuaent  majority  on  the  budget  was  26  in  •  HooM 
of  214— the  figures  being  120  to  94.  Instead  of  being  pearly  two 
to  one,  as  in  1917,  it  was  little  more  than  flye  to  four. 

More  than  once  during  the  session  the  majority  fell  even  lower 
than  this-dn  one  case  to  five.  The  majority  is  dwindling  away. 
The  Government  is  petering  out.  There  would  be  a  majority 
against  the  Government  if  it  were  not  that  many  of  its  supporten 
Imow  that  they  cannot  be  re-elected,  and  therefore  wish  to  hang 
on  as  long  as  possible. 

'.'lie  bye  eiRntiuns  hav:!  gone  steadily  and  heavily  against  the 
Gove  rment  It  .'.as  lost  issianiboii-,  North  Ontario,  Victoria  and 
Oarleton,  N.B.,  and  Temishaum):,  and  gained  nothing.  It  is  afraid 
to  hold  ail  clretion  in  East  El|{iii  It  has  lost  a  large  part  of  ita 
support  in  tie  press.  ITic  Toronto  Globe,  which  supported  it 
so  strongly  in  1917,  is  now  dead  against  it,  nd  declares  that  ite 
annonucemrnt  that  it  will  remain  in  ofllce  until  1922  or  1928  is 

xupudent.      We  quote: 

"It  is  an  announcement  impudent  to  the  people  of  Canada.  It 
it  made  on  behalf  of  a  Government  which  knows  fnU  wdl  that  in  a 
general  election  there  would  not  be  enough  of  it  left  to  sweep  up. 
It  voices  the  arrogance  of  a  ministry  that  "is  afraid  to  bring  on  even 
a  byeleotion  and  of  a  Cabinet  that  accordingly  is  chttered  with 
"acting"  heads  of  departments  It  speaks  for  an  Admhiistration 
that  is  iboroughly  aware  that  it  has  hopelessly  forfeited  the  con- 
Bdrace  of  the  country;  that  selfishly  clings  to  office  and  endeavon 
to  do  things  for  which  it  has  nj  pubhe  mandate." 

I'nrest  and  discontent  m  the  eouutry  is  increased  by  the  w  n- 
dnot  of  the  Government,  at  once  timid  and  obstinate,  in  clinging 
to  office  after  it8-m»ndate  has  expired. 


Either  Ignorant  or  Insolent 

Fresh  evidence  of  the  Government's  autocratic  contempt  fo» 
Parliament  is  found  in  the  treatment  of  Mr.  Sinclair's  oham 
that  ♦121,000.000  smt  overseas  had  not  beoi  accounted  for  Ik* 
sutement  was  not  founded  upon  rumor.     It  was  found  in  blaek 
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aad  white  in  the  Auditor  Oeneral'i  report  The  Ute  Anditor 
General,  Hr.  Fraser,  asked  for  vouchers  as  early  aa  1917,  but  ob- 
tained neither  the  Tonohera  nor  any  explanation  regarding  their 
abnence.  Mr.  Sinclair  laid  regarding  this  extraordinary  state  of 
aflain:  "What  has  become  of  thia  $121,000,000t  The  Minister 
does  not  Imow;  the  Deputy  does  not  know;  the  Auditor  Qeneral 
does  not  know.  There  is  apparently  not  a  scrap  of  paper  in  the 
poesession  of  the  Oovemment  to  show  what  has  become  of  that 
$121,000,000."  This  was  strictly  true.  If  the  Minister  or  any 
member  of  the  Oovemment  knew,  he  did  not  think  it  worth  wliile 
to  give  any  explanation  to  the  House  of  Commons.  Mr.  Sinclair 
did  his  duty  in  laying  the  facts  before  the  House  of  Commons, and 
giving  the  Oovemment  an  opportunity  to  explain.  The  Oovem- 
ment remained  silent.  Either  it  was  ignorant  of  the  facts,  or  It 
wilfully  withheld  them  from  Parliament. 

Later  on,  the  extraordinary  situation  was  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Archambault  and  by  Dr.  Michael  Clark.  Dr.  Clark  said  "I  hope 
whoever  replies  to  me  will  give  me  some  information  as  to  where 
this  mney  is  gone."  The  man  who  replied  to  Dr.  Clark  was 
Mr.  Meighen,  a  minister  whp  is  regarded  as  a  candidate  for  the 
leadership.  He  could  give  no  information,  though  he  "presumed" 
that  the  items  were  British  or  foreign  credits,  the  accounting  for 
whidi  had  not  yet  reached  the  Auditor  Qeneral,  and  he  said  that 
if  there  wa«  anything  requiring  erplanatimi,  the  Public  Account* 
Committee  was  the  place  to  inquire,  and  this  Comiiiittee  had  not 
been  called. 

At  last,  on  the  first  of  June,  eleven  days  after  Mr.  Sinclair 
^■poke,  Mr.  Rowell  came  out  with  the  explanation  that  the  vonch- 
'ers  were  in  England,  that  they  had  not  been  sent  to  Canada  be- 
eause  of -the  danger  from  German  submarines,  and  that  the  audit- 
in;  was  being  done  in  England.  At  once  the  question  arises— why 
was  not  this  explanation  given  immediately  after  Mr.  Sinoteir's 
speech  t  Was  the  Oovemment  itself  ignorant  of  what  had  be- 
come of  this  huge  ram  of  money,  or  did  it  oonmder  that  the  House 
of  Commons  had  no  right  to  the  information  as  to  the  expenditure 
of  the  people's  money  t  Or  did  it  wilfully  withhold  the  informa- 
tion in  order  to  enable  Mr.  BoweU  to  score  a  point  in  the  oloaing 
hours  of  the  debatot  It  looka  like  a  ease  either  of  ignoranoa 
or  insolenoe.    The  Oovemment  either  did  not  know  of  any  sz- 


planation  until  Mr.  Bowell  spoke,  or  it  took  the  stand  that  it  eould 
hold  the  iaformation  until  it  iiiited  ita  own  purpose  t&  (ire  it, 
and  that  Parliament  had  no  rights  in  the  matter. 

Mr.  Bowell 's  lecture  to  the  Oppoaition  was  beside  the  matk. 
Mr.  Sinclair  and  the  others  who  bronght  np  the  matter  were  par- 
forming  a  pnblie  duty.  They  made  no  false  statement.  Tkij 
spoke,  not  npon  nimors,  bat  upon  the  official  teatinumy  of  the 
Anditor-Oeneral,  pnblished  for  the  information  of  Parliament.  U 
that  report  conveyed  a  wrong  impreiaion,  it  waa  the  duty  of  the 
Oovemment  at  once  to  removB  the  impression.  The  ezplanatim 
given  by  Mr.  Bowell  ahoold  have  been  given  months  ago,  yean 
ago ;  should  at  least  have  been  given  the  moment  Mr.  Sinclair  took 
his  seat  after  making  a  statement  of  the  hjgheat  importanee.  If 
the  Government  did  not  know  what  had  become  of  this  huge  snm 
of  money,  it  was  ignorant  and  ineompetent.  If  it  did  know,  it 
was  guilty  of  arrogant  and  insolent  defiance  of  the  rights  of  Par- 
liament  and  the  people. 


Constitutional  Reform

"Parliament  has  denied  to  the  electorate  of  Canada  any  <^ 
pOrtnnity  since  1911  to  assert  their  views  npon  domestic  qnestiais 
by  means  of  the  ballot. 

"Parliament  continnes  to  ignore  the  fact  that  the  demand  for 
a  general  election  dot  not  arise  solely  from  among  retained  Ml- 
diers,  but  is  supported  by  the  vast  aujority  of  those  who  hav* 
the  interests  of  the  eonntry  at  heart,  and  who  view  wi&  alaim 
the  increasing  onrest. 

"Parliament  has  outlived  its  mandate." 
The  President  says  "Parliament,"  vriiich  is  correct  so  tar  w 
the  majority  of  the  Members  of  the  House  is  concerned,  but  lib- 
erals  have  demanded  an  immediate  general  election,  and  voted 
for  a  reeolntiou  voicing  that  demand*.  There  has  been  no  election 
since  1911,  under  conditions  allowing  for  the  free  expression  of 
opinion  on  Canadian  affairs.  A  soldier  voting  in  France  or  Bn|p- 
land  had  no  opportunity  of  studying  Canadian  affairs,  ^any  it 
the  returned  soldiers,  not  having  been  21  years  of  age  in  1911,  ' 
have  never  voted  under  fair  conditions  at  all.  No  man  ui^d«r 
thirty  has  had  such  a  ehabee  to  record  Us  vote. 

And  this  party,  whieh  now  deehires  that  there  will  be  im 
election  until  1922  or  1928,  talks  about  inaeribing  on  its  bannen 
the  motto  "Constitutional  Beform,"  and  its  followers  would  da- 
scribe  themselves  as  Beformers,  the  good  old  name  under  whieh 
responsible  government  was  won.  Today  the  :tirue  Beformers  and 
scolders  of  tiie  constitution  are  the  Idberala,  who  demand  a  k- 
tum  to  responsible  and  representative  government. 


The  Little  Fellow's  Chance 

In  one  of  the  elections  for  President  of  the  United  State*— 
I^bably  in  1912— the  writer  visited  a  village  in  the  State  of  N«W 
Tork,  and  he  heard  an  American  say  that  he  was  going  to  vote  tat 
Boosevelt  because  Boosevelt  would  give  the  little  fellows  a  ehanaa. 
The  phrase  somehow  stuck  in  hia  memory,  and  today  he  can  think 
of  no  better  watchword  for-*  party  or  •  group  or  a  combination  of 
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■>M|w.  Tb«  Little  TaOaw  ku  iMog  been  waitiag  and  flghttag  for 
Ui  ebanee,  and  bM  too  often  been  fooled  ont  of  it  The  Bif  In- 
tereete  have  vmUf  had  their  way,  eren  in  demooratie  oonntrki 
like  Canada,  Oieat  Britain  and  the  United  SUtee.  The  Little  FU- 
lewa  have  been  divided  by  party  f  eelinff,  by  raoe  antaconim,  by 
reBcionB  prejndioe;  and  ij  their  diviaiona  they  have  played  into 
the  handa  of  the  Big  Intereata.  Depend  upon  it,  the  aame  (ana 
wiB  be  played  at  the  next  (eneral  eleetion  in  Canada.  If  the 
anti-French  cry  ia  played  opt,  if  the  anti-American  cry  ia  played 
ont,  if  the  seotarian  ery  ia  played  out,  lonie  other  cry  will  be  de- 
riaed.  Perhapa  an  attempt  will  be  made  to  rally  the  eitiea  and 
towna  and  rillagea  againat  the  farmera.  Perhapa  the  worketa  in 
faetoriei  will  be  asked  to  give  np  a  part  of  their  wages  for  a  «n— - 
paign  fond  to  light  the  farmers.  The  game  ia  to  baye  the  Little 
Fellows  fight  each  other,  while  the  Big  Intereata  stand  ready  to 
take  the  fmita  of  the  rietory. 

Today  it  looks  as  if  the  common  people  of  Canada,  the  worken 
in  Helda  and  faetoriea  and  stores,  wore  on  the  verge  of  a  victory 
for  themselves.  Ilie  Big  Intereata  are  profonndly  alarmed.  They 
are  abont  to  raise  a  hnge  campaign  fond  for  pabUeity  and  prop*, 
ganda.  The  propaganda,  if  we  may  jndge  by  experience,  wffl 
not  be  an  appeal  to  reaam.  It  wiU  be  an  appeal  to  fear  and  pre- 
jndiee,  an  attempt  to  divide  the  common  people  in  order  that  the 
role  of  the  few  may  not  be  disturbed.  Mr.  Meighen  says  that  the 
LiboraU  and  the  Farmers  in  Parliament  are  getting  together  "ta 
«der  to  pave  the  way  for  the  great  betrayal  when  the  day  eomea, 
if  it  ever  eomea,  that  the  onited  members  are  greater  than  the 
members  bdiind  the  preaent  Government.'  The  great  betrayal! 
Betrayal  of  what  or  whomf  Is  a  union  o.  e  advanced  Liberala 
and  the  Farmers  and  the  Labor  men  likely  to  resnlt  in  a  betrayal 
of  the  people  »  It  is  in  the  last  degree  improbable.  If  it  ia  likely 
to  reftilt  in  a  defeat  of  the  profltoers,  so  nraeh  the  better

Here 
the  greatest  dislocation  of  industry  had  taken  pUce,  f or  U  was  ia 
particular  the  peasants  drawn  from  the  land  who  had  made  so 
Urge  a  part  of  the  Continental  armies.  But  if  Borope  had  beea 
at  once  restored  to  peace  much  might  have  been  done  even  in  the 
course  of  1919,  to  get  the  economic  machine  into  working  order 
again. 

The  Guardian  goes  pn  to  criticiro  European  statesmen  for  de- 
laying the  restoraUon  of  peace,  and  among  other  things  for  en- 
couragmg  war  with  RussU,  "in  the  vain  attempt  to  impose  upon 
Buasia  a  reactionary  Government  which  she  would  not  have  " 
Canada,  in  spite  of  the  recent  talk  about  her  new  "voice"  in  for- 
eign  affairs  has  very  Uttle  to  say  about  the  settlement  of  Burope 
It  IS  Buropeans,  after  all,  who  must  govern  Burope.  We  in  Can- 
•da  can  assist  in  the  process  of  restoring  Europe  by  maximumjiro- 
dnction  and  by  thfe  freest  iwssible  exchange  of  products. 

In  a  Word,  we  must  now  reverse  the  methods  of  war  For 
more  than  four  years  most  of  the  Buropean  nations  were  engaged 
m  destenotion  and  conflict.  The  remedy  for  the  eviU  so  occaaioii- 
ed  IS  intense  concentration  on  eonstmetion  and  eoH>peration  Trade 
between  ;iations  is  a  form  of  coH>peration  and  trade  oannot  be  one- 
sided.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  talk  about  Canada  finding  foreign 
markets,  but  importation  from  foreign  eonntries  is  regarded  br 
*oWnaipo  protectionists  as  an  evH  to  be  avoided.  Obviously  If  we 
keep  on  enconraging  exports  and  disoouraging  imports,  the  effect 
m^t  be  to  increase  scarcity  in  Canada  and  make  the  high  cost  of 
living  higher,  as  weU  as  to  deprive  the  eonntry  of  its  revenue  on 
imports.

What  k  wanted  todajr  is  a  polioy  that  will  make  food  and 
other  neeeaaariea  of  life  more  abundant.  The  right  polioy  for 
that  porpoae  eoniiaU  in  greater  prodnetion  and  freer  ezehang*. 
In  Canada  we  need  more  people  on  the  land.  The  Liberal  tariff 
policy  aimi  at  redooing  the  ooat  of  liTing  in  two  waja.  The  Field- 
ing amendment  aaTii  — 

"That  in  view  of  the  oontinaed  inereaae  ia  the  high  eoet  «( 
Uving,  of  the  greatljr  inoreaaed  burden  of  taxation,  of  the  h«rd- 
ahip  which  many  of  the  people  •offer  from  theee  camMa,  and  tha 
unrest  nattucally  ^ieing  therefrom;  and  in  view  of  the  desir- 
ability of  adopting  measures  to  increase  production  and  effect 
such  reUef  to  the  consumers  and  produeen  as  may  be  within  the 
power  of  Parliament,  the  House  is  of  opinion  that,  pending  a 
vrider  revision  of  the  tariff,  substantial  reductions  of  the  burdens 
ef  customs  taxation  should  be  made  with  a  view  to  the  accomplish 
ing  of  two  purposes  of  the  hi|^est  importance;  first,  rtimini.;,iny 
the  very  high  cost  of  living  which  presses  so  severely  on  the 
masses  of  the  peopU;  second,  reducing  the  cost  of  the  instmraento 
of  production  in  the  industries  based  on  the  natural  resources  of 
4&e  Dominion,  the  vigorous  developmnt  of  which  ia  essential  to  the 
progress  and  prosperity  of  our  country. 

The  ^Ik  about  economie  war  after  the  war  is  sheer  nonsense. 
What  the  world  needs  today  above  aU  things  is  eeonomio  peace 
production  instead  of  destrootion,  and  co-operation  instead  of 
conflict  There  is  |tot  the  slightest  danger  of  Canada  being  flood- 
ed  by  cheap  Bnropean  prodnets.  Europe  is  suffering,  not  from 
abnndanoe,  but  from  scandty  of  the  neoessiHes  of  life  and  the 
means  of  production.  The  sooner  European  industry  is  restored 
the  better  for  Canada.

-indication  that  the  people  want  a  change.  Such  is  the  preaent 
position.  The  GormuMBt  mt  ntnmed  to  power  «s  a  Union 
^vemment  to  carry  ont  war  measures.  The  war  is  at  an  end. 
Whatever  reason  there  may  have  been  for  the  coalition  in  1917,  that 
reason  has  now  ceased  to  exist.  The  bye-elections  have  gone  over^ 
whelmingly  against  the  Government.  Some  of  its  most  influential 
supporters  in  the  press  have  condemned  it.  It  is  almost  vrithout  ro- 
presentation  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  in  Quebec.  What  the 
country  needs  today  is  not  the  individual  recall,  applying  to  a 
smgle  member  here  and  ther.  but  a  general  recaU  of  the  whole 
House  of  Commons,  giving  the  people  an  opportunity  to  elect  a 
body  that  will  represent  it  upon  the  issues  of  the  day. 


Canadian  Minister  at  Washington 

It  is  at  last  stated  with  authority  that  Canada  is  to  have  a  repre- 
srn.stne  at  Wadiington.  Sir  George  Poster  has  announced  in 
the  House  that  an  agreement  has  been  reached  between  the  Can- 
adian and  British  Governments.  A  minister  plenipotentiary  will 
have  charge  of  Canadian  affairs  and  will  at  aU  times  be  the  ordin- 
ary channel  of  communication  with  the  United  States  Government 
m  matter,  of  purely  Canadian  concern,  acting  upon  instruction, 
from  and  reporting  direct  to  the  Canadian  Government.  In  the 
^Mnce  of  the  Ambassador  the  Canadian  minister  will  take  charge 
«f  the  whole  Embassy  and  of  tiie  reproMnUtion  of  Imperial  as  well

There  ia  a  great  deal  of  talk  of  Canadianlatag  the  foreimor 
and  make  him  a  good  eitizen.  All  right  if  we  are  aincere,  and  if 
we  carry  our  idea*  to  their  logical  conolnaion.  If  we  deure  to 
educate  the  foreigner  or  the  alien,  we  moat  aviume  toward  kirn 
an  attitude  of  lympathy  and  confidence,  not  of  euapieion  We 
ahould  invite  him  to  our  council*.'  We  ihould  teU  him  that  the 
matitntiona  of  our  country,  omr  legiaUtive  bodiea  and  court*  are 
hi*  inititutions  too,  that  they  are  intended  to  protect  him  and  pro- 
mote bu  mterests  and  that  we  want  him  to  Uke  bis  part  in  fram- 
ing, and  maintaining  them. 

It  i*  an  extremely  fooliah  notion  that  by  depriving  a  man  of 
aUw  birth  or  deacent,  of  the  vote,  we  can  keep  bim  out  of  mis- 
duef .  If  there  were  a  really  viciou*  malignant  enemy  of  Canada 
a.  our  midst,  he  would  not  care  whether  he  had  a  vote  or  not  Ho 
would  take  no  pride  in  dtixenship.  He  would  not  desire  to  hav« 
a  part  m  working  the  inatitntiona  of  the  countries.  He  would  pro- 
fer  to  see  those  institutions  destroyed.  The  man  or  woman  who  ii 
really  hurt  by  distranchisement  is  the  man  or  woman  who  is  friend- 
ly to  Canada,  who  wante  to  be  a  citiaen,  who  desires  to  have  a  part 
m  working  the  institutions  of  Canada.  Deprive  such  a  man  or 
woman  of  the  franchise  and  yon  may  eonvert  a  friend  into  aa 
enemy,  or  at  least  quench  the  flame  of  friendahip  and  patriotism 
and  create  a  claas  of  man  and  woman  who  will  be  indifferent  to 
Canadianism.  Let  us  take  the  opposite  course.  Let  us  kindle  tko 
flames  of  Canadianism  and  patriotism  by  a  policy  of  frienddiip 
•ad  eonfldenoe  toward  men  of  every  raoe  and  every  erced.
